from Sicily shovy that the (intitax 
movement has mode great progress in 
the province of Trapani. Several days 
ago, the discontent in Campo Bello, a 
town of 0,000 Inhabitants near Trapani 
city, had become so threatening that 
the town council passed n resolution 
abolishing the wheat octroi. As pro 
tests against this action the millers re 
fttMd to reduce the price of flour and 
the bakers announced an increase in 
the price of bread, 
When these measures become

Monday, about a thousand men and 
fifty or more women ot the working 
class {fathered from tbe town and the 
surrounding country and began march 
injt through th* streets. Tbe police 
•who tried to disperse them were put to 
flight Ftrsd tb* PnbUo Bniiainet. 


The rioters wtftre to all the publi, 


buildings except the town hall. From 
those buildings the fire spread to thr 
near-by private houses. While a lar^ 
district wa* In flames, the mob left th 
officials alone totffht the fire, marohet 
to the prison and took It by storm 
All tbe prlsonwa were liberated. Th 
soldiers who had been confined in th 
barrack* and the registration burea< 
were driven out by the fire, which UM 
been started by a worklngmau befor 
the course of the mob waa reported t 
the commander.

•truotlon what was left of tbe town 
tbe soldiers were exceedingly violent 
They foroed bacit the mob Elonrly a 
the point of the bayonet, and at r 
time received orders to nre.

Many families that wcr 
burned out walked the streets a] 
night. The whole town looked na if it 
had suffered from a bombardment.

Betto, fires were shifted by nntltax 
rioters shortly before dart Monday, 
and half a dozen buildings were barn- 
Ing by 9 o'clock. Fires were set by 
rioters in several smaller towns also, 
and In tbe early evening the whole dis- 
trict seemed ablaze The trbops. al- 
though provoked by the rlwers re- 
peatedly In Salcmi, did not fl \ Sev- 
eral rioters were arrested aftei astrng- 
ffle, A private was shot in tbe check, 
and a captain in the stomach.

of Cossacks stoi ted nfter tliem. brand- 
ishing their lances nnil sviortls and 
shouting at the top of their voices 
"Kill the cattle " The panlc-ilncken 
Catholics could not turn, for if tliej 
did, they would have lulleii into tlie j 
handsof the Cossacks wlio. mounted 
on tlii'ir horses, uuule a shoi t run of it 


Ths correspondent says that balf of 


the fleeing people fell to tlie ground 
tnagtioy of fright, and nore struck 
with lances 1>V the ltor»einen as they 
dashed by in pui-swit of the fugitives 
Several are alleged to have been killed 
In this manner When the ri^er wsi 
reached many of tlie furtive1* pranged 
in and sought to -swiiii to the other 
side

stem the current, and were drowned, 
the Cossacks standing on tlie bank, 
landing and Jeering at tbem in re- 
sponse to their eries for help.
